MARQUIS LOSES FIRST 
PLACE IN THE WEST 


For the first time in about 24 years 
Marquis, that tine sterling variety, 
which for so long has occupied tirst 
place in the West, has now been ob- 
liged to make way for another = var 
iety. 

The annual survey made 
Searle Grain Company on the 
bution of wheat varieties over 
West, reveals that Thatcher is now 
the dominant variety for the three 
Western Provinces, having increased | 
from 14.1 per cent in 1938 to 36 per 
cent in 1939. Marquis comes next, now 
occupying 32.2 per,cent of the wheat 
acreage as compared with 54.4 per 
cent in 1938, Red Bobs has advanced 
to third place, being seeded now on 
12.1 per cent of the acreage, as com- 
pared with 10 per cent a year ago. 
Garnet has fallen back to fifth place, 
now occupying only 4.7 per cent © of 
the acreage, as compareu With 8.1 per | 
1938. Durum, too, has gone 
down, now occupying 3.2 per cent as 
compared with 4.5 per cent. Reward | 
also has lost ground. Renown now 
occupies 5.3 per cent of the acreage 
and Apex 1.2 per cent, as compared | 
| with negligible quantities last year, |
